Substance  of  Rules  Relating  to  Notices 
for  Private  Bills. 

PARTIES  intending  to  apply  to  Parliament  for 
Private  Bills  giving  any  exclusive  jtrivilege,  or 
profit,  or  private  or  corporate  advantage,  or  for  the 
amendmeirt  of  any  i'ormcr  act  of  a like  nature,  are 
notified  that  by  the  Rules  of  the  i wo  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment, published  at  length  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  they 
are  required  to  give  two  month’s  notice  of  their  in- 
tended application  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  and  in  a 
newspaper  of  the  County  or  District  affected,  and  to 
transmit  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House  copies  of  the 
newspapers  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of 
such  notice. 

In  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  Notice  is  to  be  pub- 
li.shed  in  the  English  and  French  languages. 

Every  applicant  for  a private  Bill  is  required, 
Eight  days,,  before  the  opening  of  Parliament,  to 
deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  the  Bill 
is  to  originate,  a cop3' of  such  Bill  with  a sum  suffi- 
cient to  paj?  for  the  translation  and  printing  of  the 
same.

LEGISLATIVE  ASSEMBLY. 


Private  Bills. 

All  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properl}'  the 
subject  of  legislation  bj'  the  Legislative  Assem- 
bly of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of  the 
“ British  North  America  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railroad,  Turn- 
pike Road,  or  Telegraph  Line  ; the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  or 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry  ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade  or 
calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Co.  ; or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any  exclu- 
sive or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  •whatever,  or  for 
doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its  operation 
would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other  parties, 
or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  community  ; 
or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any 
former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  dis- 
tinctly specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the  appli- 
cation to  be  published  as  follows: — 

A notice  inserted  in  the  British  Columria  Gazette, 
and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  District  affect- 
ed, or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein, 
then  in  a newspaper  ip  the  next  nearest  District  in 
which  a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition. 

Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge  is 
presented  to  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intend- 
ing to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  no- 
tice prescribed  by  the  preceding  rule,  also  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  aud  vessels, 
and  mentioning  aiso  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
drawbridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same.
